displaying more than one clinical s ymptoms: symptom selected from the 
group consisting of olfactory disorders, depression, sleep disorders of the

movement anomalies. 

4. (Currently amended) U s e according to claim 2 The method of Claim 2 , 
wherein the individual s display subject displays a mutation in a PARK 
gene and/or modifications to the alpha synuclein or neuromelanin pattern.
